In the senate Wednesday the committee 


on street railways reported a bill which 
provides that the railroad commissioners 
shall require street railway companies to 
heat cars when in use for transportation 
of passengers by such means as the board 
may determine. The penalty is $25 for 
each triji run .'jy any of the company's cars 
not heatrd as provided. 


The house yesterday set its face, against 


the Inspection of private schools, as out- 
lined in the liill of Col. Vouni? of .Spring- 
lield, providing that they be 'inspected by 
school committees of the city or town 
where located. 


The committee on education had re- 


ported against this bill, and when the ad- 
verse report was reached in the calendar 
C.'ol. Young of Springfield moved to sub- 
stitute a bill providing for the inspection of 
private schools Ijy school committees, lie 
contended that there is no reasonable ob- 
jection to such a course as he suggests in 
his bill. He admitted Ihat the existing law 
would be impracticable to enforce it. 
Jn 


one case that came to his attention he 
found that a committee had been approv- 
ing a school where the instruction was not 
in the Knglisli language. 
If the bill pro- 


posed is passed a committee must visit a 
school before approving it. 


31 r. Hose of Worcester contended that if 


the bill becomes law and committees ap- 
prove the private schools in all respects, 
those who maintain the latter may come in 
and ask for a division of the school fund, 
on the ground that their schools are as 
good" as the public schools. 
Mr. Rose 


thought the existing law amply sufficient. 
Tbe committee report was accepted and 
the bill rejected.
